I can find no census of nationality groups and I believe none was kept, as the

THE DUTCH BOTTOM SETTLEMENT IN THE 1640's

were many who protested against a move to mix the church and state. Pearl Euck in 
her book "The Exile" says there were 300 in the band in which hex' people sailed for 
America. They came to Pennsylvania to settle on land purchased by paper, but which 
turned out to be 6wamp land on which they could not even hope to exist. Many of 
t v -= went back to the cities. About 100 of them came on south into what is now 
Pocahontas County. 

The land in Pocahontaa County was purchased from Paul KcNeel by Rev. William Schimm*r- 
hem of New York.

f lr4 . this period 1810 to 1860 farms in the county increased in number, but 
£ er eared in site. The original land holders who had owned, sometimes, thousands 
acres began to divide them among their heirs, or to s ell off portions of their 
estate. Mrs. L. V. Coyner here at Clover lick tells me that her people, the 
fat-wicks, lost a lot of their land by going on bonds or notes, and that the land 
*ns sold sometimes for as little as 50 cents per acre. This was, perhaps true 
of sany of the land owners of the county. For in going through their wills and 
the settlement of their estates, I f ound that many of them were on notes and bonds.* 
•After these large farms or plantations were divided the average farm was from 
200 acres to 1000 acres. They are still being divided yet today, until only onq 
the Havener estate in Greenbank District remains undivided. Many of the estates 
have passed completely out of the hands of the heirs of the original owners# 

These people, of course, traded wfth each other to some extent. Bartering was 
dcaa in Focahontas as elsewhere. Work, however, was the one thing they traded most 
with each other, for work was the one thing needed most to turn the wilderness into 
farms and to erect their log houses. When a man had a house to build or a field to 
be eleared, all the neighbors helped him and he in turn helped them. "Log rollings" 
and "heuae raisings" got much work done and also gave Y chance for social contact 
t5t for the "* n but for th ® who got together and prepared the feast.

Gl'eenbank District probably took the lead In Industrial acvance- 
tJ Ar.t Tub lilll and Saw Mill In the Greenbank Community was owned 
Rn ^ oft'rated by tho pioneer Wooddelle; probably Joseph. Woodaell, the Rev- 
olutlonary War veteran, who settled on the lands of Abraham Ingram ana 
Thomas Cartmlll. Cartnlll conveyed his land to Abraham Ingram on June 13th, 
1798, and Ingram conveyed to Woodaell about 1800. Ingram may have developed 
the water power for this mill. The lumber that finished the old Colonial 
mansion house of Jacob Warwick's at Clover‘Lick was sawed on this mill 


and was furnished by Mr. Woodaell about 120 years ago. A Tilt Hammer was
